New York. Oct. 4.— An omnibus 
contract, whereby tin- Standard oil 
company obtains from every steam- 
ship company operating between Now 
York and all ports in Africa a rate for i 
lubricating oil that is about one-half 
of what Its competitor, the Now York 
Lubricator company, pays, was pro- 
duced today In the hearings of the 1 
federal suit against tiie alleged oil 
combine. 

This contract was placed in evidence | 
and Philip Harrison, manager of the 
Now York Lubricating Oil company, 
declared that his company was forced 
to pay double the Standard Oil rate, 
notwithstanding his protest to the 
steamship companies. .Mr. Harrison 
said that by reason of the freight dis- 
crimination the Standard could place 
its products in Africa at less than the 
cost price of the oils of his own com- 
pany, and that to maintain African 
trade the New York Lubricating Oil 
company was forced to purchase from 
the Standard the cheaper grades of 
oils which It sold to its customers. 

Mr. Harrison said that the shipping 
charges to his company were Increas- 
ed from 21 shillings until they reached 
•12 shillings and sixpence in 1905. The 
contract with the Standard, made Feb. 
10, 1:101;, with the Hansa, Prince, 
Houston and American-African steam- 
ship lines, made the rate to the Stand- 
ard for oil shipments slightly less than 
IT shillings. The witness declared 
that ho wrote a letter to the steamship 
agents demanding ec/ual rates for the 
companies, hut no change in the 
charges was made. 

\V. \V. TarboII, of Philadelphia, 
treasurer of the Pure Oil company, j 
and of the IT. s. Pipe line, eorrobor • | 
ated the difficulties his company had 
been encountering in competition with 
tho Standard. Air. Tar be II stated that 
the business of the Pure Oil enmpanv 
was placed In districts selected with 
a view to avoiding business relations 
with certain railroads, whoso rate dis- 
criminations were more feared by the 
company than tho opposition of the 
Standard. Mr, TarboII is a brother of 
Miss Ida Tarbell, who has written 
much about the Standard nil com- 
pany. 

-Mr. Tarbell said the United States 
Pipe Line had great dlfftfTiculty in 
reaching Marchue Hook, Pa., its ter- 
minus. When the pipe line reached 
Hancock, Pa., in if,:):', the Erie Rail- 
road objected to its passing over their 
right of way, and at Wllkesbarre tho 
Pennsylvania and Lackawanna rail- 
roads tried t > prevent the pipe line 
passing under their tracks. 

Mr. Tarbell said the National Tran- 
sit and the Tidewater pipe line com- 
panies had secured tho privilege of 
passing under railroad tracks. Mr. 
Tarbell 3ald that while tho Indepen- 
dent pipe line was be/*ag constructed 
tho Standard cut prices and the in- 
dependent refineries were forced in 
some Instances to sell refined oil un- 
der the cost of crude oil. When the 
Independent lino reached Marchus 
Hook, Pa., the witness said, further 
cut were made in prices by tin; Stand- 
ard Oil, and three independent com- 
panies, the International Oil Co., the 
Union Reliniiig Co.. and the S. Y.

Among those present wore 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Hon. Mr. Lemleilx, 
Hon. Mr. Pugs!,?y and Hon. Mr. BurvP.u 
of the federal government .and mem- 
bers of the Quebec government. 



"WHITE SLAVE" TRAFFIC 

Washington Authorities Will TakO 
Suppressive Measures. 

AVnshinglnn, Oct. 4. — Secretary 
Straus, of tho department of commerce 
and labor, and Frank P. Sargent, com- 
missioner general of immigration, havo 
determined to eliminate tlio "whlto 
slave" traffic from the United States 
if possible. On Ills recent trip through 
the northwestern and Pacific states. 
Secretary Straus's nttention was di- 
rected to the increasing importation 
of women for Immoral purposes. Tho 
Japanese and Korean Exclusion leaguo 
informed him that hundreds of Japan- 
ese women were brought to America 
purposely and held In practical slavery 
after their arrival here. It was stated 
that women were sold by Importers 
precisely as If they wero 'so many 
bales of goods. Secretary Straus 
ordered a rigid iifirestigatlon, and if 
il was discovered that tl o "whlto 
slavo" traffic was far more widespread 
than had been suspected, involving tho 
Importation into America not only oil 
Japanese women, but womon of France, 
Austia, Kussia and Italy. It Is pro- 
posed to havo a, careful inquiry In- 
stituted In all tho largo cities. Prac- 
tically n round-up of nil alien immoral 
womon will be made. Those who havo 
not been In the country threo years 
and nro found to have been brought, 
hero illegally will be arrested and de- 
ported. Before they are returned fo 
their native lands, however, they will 
be required to furnish evidence against 
those responsible for tho traffic. It Is 
proposed lo make exnmplos of such 
men and women by securing convic- 
tions if possible nad sending thorn to 
frlson.

■ Memphis, Tenti., Oct. I.— With bands 
playing, children singing ami enthus- 
iastic men shouting the slogan of deep 
waterways, Memphis throw wide her 
gates this afternoon to President 
Roosevelt, his escort of governors ami 
many other distinguished personages 
ot the Mississippi valley. 

The president arrived on the United 
Slates steamer .Mississippi shortly 
after 1 o'clock. The bluffs overlooking 
the river were packed with spectator-, 
who gave tlte ohief executive a warn) 
welcome. As the steamei moored H'.p 
whistles of all craft in the harbor weru 
sounded. 

Iniroediatcly\foilowing the steamer 
Mississippi was the steamer Alton, 
currying; the visiting governors and 
other notables. When all had landed 
the president was conducted to a car- 
riage by Governor Patterson of Ten- 
nessee ami Mayor Mulone of Memphis, 
ami an Imposing parade was begun. 
The president was continuously cheer- 
ed throughout Hie march. The city 
was a waving mass of color, not only 
along the line of parade, but on many 
other streets as well. When the presi- 
dent's carriage turned into Main street, 
he was saluted by n regiment of Con- 
federate veterans, who from that point 
acted as a bodyguard. The president 
rose' and warmly greeted the grizzled 
warriors. 

Despite a lively downpour of rain, 
which lasted until noon, the- streets 
were jammed with citizens. Passing 
north on Second street. liOO school 
children were seated on n decorated 
arch and sang patriotic airs as the 
president passed. The president rose 
in his carriage and bowed repeatedly 
to the little ones. 

Arriving at the auditorium rink, 
where the deep waterways convention 
is being hell. President Roosevelt 
alighted, and after chatting with sev- 
eral friends ascended the platform. The 
huge structure filled up rapidly, ami 
when Governor Patterson arose to pre- 
sent the president an immense ;is- 
seamblage greeted him. 

President Roosevelt departed from 
his printed speech In several Instances. 
The Confederate guard of honor, he 
said, was a touching sight, and es- 
pecially those old Confederate soldiers 
who carried the flag of the Union. If 
any one wanted to know how they 
would tight for that flag, let him ask 
the boys in blue how they fought 
against it. lie said, with emphasis, 
that ho was as much the president of 
tlic South as of the North. He said 
he was half a southerner, and when he- 
told of two or three of his uncles hav- 
ing- worn the grey lie was tremendous- 
ly applauded. 

Speaking- of a deep water _ channel 
from the gulf to the lakes! the presi- 
dent said he preferred rapid Improve- 
ment of the Mississippi river. "lake 
Davy Crockett, the great Tcnnqsseean," 
ho Said, 'I favor the motto, 'he .sure 
you are right and then go ahead.' and 
this deep water problem is almost up 
to the 'go ahead' stage, hut we want to 
be sure about it." 

The Panama Canal, he said, was 
getting on well, and "the reason it is 
getting on so well is because we did 
not allow ourselves to go half-cocked. 
I received a telegram yesterday giving 
the excavations in the canal work for 
September, and although it had not 
hoped that the record for August could 
he exceeded, I am now told that Sep- 
tember exceeded the preceding month 
by 200,0(10 cubic feet." 

"When the canal hn,s been complet- 
ed," iie said, "this nation would ask 
other governments to kindly not bother 
about the canal, that we would pro- 
tect it." 

"We must have a large and highly 
efficient navy to patrol our coast, not. 
only on the Atlantic, but on the Paci- 
fic," he said. 

He urged tii.' people to disregard 
party lines in ail purely national mat- 
ters. 

Discussing the corporations, the 
president .said his experience in the 
past few yearn had brought him to the 
point of feeling sincere sympathy for 
certain gentlemen who are east into a 
frenzy by 'he most commonsonse re- 
marks, it had come to the polnl w here 
to declare thai honesty was the lust 
policy was liable to lead to a ran 'Hi 
tin' banks. 

"I will v.se my utmost power to 
stamp out murderous ami lawless an- 
archy," lie said. "I will no more stay 
my ham! because a wrongdoer parades 
as a labor leader, than when In. 
masquerades as a fountain of Indus- 
try, i have heretofore expressed my- 
s elf on the subject of undesirable citi- 
zens, and I stand by what I have said, 
alike when he Is a great capitalist who 
wins i! fortune by chicanery and 
wrongdoing, and when he is a man who 
under the guise of standing- up 'for 
labor preaches violence and murder." 

When the president closed his ad- 
d>< ,-s he- was driven rapidly to his 
train at the Missouri Pacific railroad 
station, and departed at 5 o'clock for 
Lake Providence, La., lor a hunting 
t rile

Ho 
refused to bo interviewed, but made 
a few brief remarks, stilting that ho 
was greatly impressed with the chang- 
es Calgary had undergone since his 
lust visit fifteen years ago.

SENATOR PLATT'S CASE 

Flatly Denies Allegations Made by Mae 
C. Wood 

Xew York. Oct. i.—y. s. Senator 
Platl made a formal denial that he 
over married Mae C. Wood, who is 
suing him for divorce. The Senator 
made this denial in an application In 
court today by his attorneys, asking 
for authority to examine certain papers 
in the case. He asserts that she had 
never made a claim to him of such a 
marriage until December 24, 1906, but 
on the contrary, tried to extort money 
from him. More than three years after 
the time at which she asserts she was 
married to him, the senator averred, 
sii ■ was threatening to sue him for 
breach of promise and retained 
O'Flaherty and Fullon, of Richmond, 
Va., to act for her. The senator sub- 
mitted a copy of a letter from that 
firm, written to him in January, 11)0,",, 
in which they announced that Miss 
Wood had employed them to prosecute 
her claim for damages for breach id' 
promise and for alleged conspiracy, 
culminating in New York in 1003, by 
which she asserted she was fraudul- 
ently compelled by agents of the sen- 
ator to surrender certain letters writ- 
ten to her by him. 

Senator Platl said he Ignored this 
letter, but his attorneys received other 
letters from O'Flaherty ami Fullon 
threatening to take the case into court 
unless settled. When he declined, they 
then, Bald the senator, "discontinued 
attem] ts at extortion until just prior 
to the beginning of the. action." 

In the fall of Kt0l>. the senator as- 
serted. Ma,; C. Wood brought two suits 
against him in Omaha, In which the 
allegations were absolutely inconsistent 
with her present claims of marriage. 
These suits, he said, were brought to | 
gain notoriety and extort money from 
him. Both suits were dismissed with- i 
out prosecution. The senator alluded i 
to the publications of what purported j 
to be a marriage certificate, which, he 
said, had been mutilated by cutting 
away the part that should have con- 
tained the name of ttie man who offi- 
ciated. On the evening of December 
.1, lOOt), lie said, he received a letter 
from Miss Wood, in which she stated 
that she had received a letter from him 
acknowledging her as his wife. This 
he said was untrue, and no such 
acknowledgment had ever been made. 
If such ;i communication exists, the 
senator said, it is a forgery, manufac- 
tured by plaintiff to extort money from 
him.

They, however, fixed the assess- 
ment for tho proposed new railway 
station.

20, afe that day is sir Wilfrid's birth- 
day. The hotel proposition has to run 
tho gauntlet of ijip full council yet, hut 
as a two-thirds vote Is essential II Is 
by no means certain the committee's 
report will be rejected. 



As n result of .the meeting between 
the city council and a small number of 
the property owners along Govern- 
ment street, held last night it looks us 
If the objections of the latter to the 
proposed new pavement on that thor- 
oughfare will be settled, and the new 
pavement laid, as suggested by l lie 
city. There Were only seven of the 
property owners, or representatives oil" 
the owners, present at the meeting, 
and after the whole matter had been 
thoroughly canvassed it was decided to 
appoint a committee consisting of Aid. 
Henderson, for the city, and Messrs. 
.Formun and Simmons', for the proper- 
ty owners, to Interview the balance of 
the property owners on Government 
afreet, and submit tho proposal of the 
city as accepted by those owners pres- 
ent at the meeting. 

A letter was read, signed by Messrs. 
Holland, Pemberton, Musgrave, Lang- 
ley and Wilson, protesting against the 
going ahead with the proposed new 
pavement, and claiming that the recent 
petition to the effect that the work 
of repaying should be carried out by 
the City as a work of ordinary repair 
and maintenance, and should be fi- 
nanced by the city should be accepted 
and that the property owners should 
not be called upon to contribute to tho 
cost, they already being assessed for 
the present pavement. 

Aid. Henderson submitted the plan 
as proposed by the city. Ho took it 
that the objection raised by tho prop- 
erty owners along Government (street 
was not so much a question of ex- 
pense as one of principle; that, the 
council was bound to maintain the 
present pavement in good repair for 
tho period of the present assessment, 
which has five years to run. That 
was a. legal question on which he was 
not prepared to pass. Ho thought that 
if it were attempted to make the pres- 
ent pavement last the full term it 
would prove an impossibility. There 
were two alternatives, the council 
thought, one for a 10 years' assess- 
ment and one for 15 years. Both were 
outlined by Aid. Henderson, but after 
a discussion of the matter the 10 years' 
plan was accepted by the property 
owners present. Briefly, It means that 
the city will pay one-half of V.c to- 
tal cost—about $14,000— in the first 
five years, the remaining five years 
yet to run on the old assessment for 
the present pavement, intersections of 
streets included, and the property 
owners pay the remaining five years. 
Figured out, it means that after the 
first five years, under the 10 year 
plan of assessment, the property own- 
ers, who now pay at the rale of 73 
cents a front foot, will not he called 
upon to pay anything additional for 
tho next five- yqars, but will pay their 
share of the cost in the succeeding five 
years, the city to finance the cost for 
the first five years. 

Aid. Henderson hoped that the Gov- 
ernment street property owners did not 
expect the city to keep that street in 
repair for all time to come, and that 
they expected to have to nay on Un- 
original assessment and no other ex- 
pense. His idea of what tho property 
Owners wanted was not to have to 
pay any additional assessment until 
the original one had been completed. 

There was only one member of the 
property owners who made any 
strenuous objection to the city's pro- 
posal, that was Mr. M. Young, prop- 
rietor of the New England restaurant. 
He declared that it was up to tho city 
to keep the pavement in repair, that 
the property owners were entitled to 
have a proper pavement for the full 
ten years of ' the present assessment 
and that all repairs made should *»e 
those of ordinary repair and main- 
tenance, the cost to be borne by the 
City. Some parts of the present pave- 
ment wero quite good and tin; balance 
could bo repaired. He objected ' to 
having the city force a new pavement 
upon tho property owners when the 
latter did not want it. 

Mayor Morley suggested that the 
patching of the present pavement 
would cost more than the laying of 
a totally new pavement and the city 
engineer agreed with that view. 

Some of the property owners present 
suggested that the proposed pavement 
would not last ten years. Tho pres- 
ent pavement was supposed to la.;t 
thai time but it had not done SJ. 

Alderman Henderson, showed thai 
the present pavement was much of 
an experiment, that the blocks had nol 
been treated properly and that it was 
practically certain that with the creo- 
sote treatment the now pavement 
would last the prescribed lime. 'Phe 
city has now a creosotlng plain, whic h 
will treat the blocks in the moat up- 
to-date manner and the chances of 
getting poor wood in the blocks was 
reduced to a minimum. He cited 
Fort street, which has been down 
nearly ten years, and other streets lo 
show' that the pavement properly laid 
will outlast the pi escribed term. 

The discussion as to tile proper kind 
of block was illustrated by the en- 
gineer who produced 'several kinds 
of blocks, treated and otherwise. 

Thi> members of the property own- 
ers present claimed that they had not 
lullv understood tin- proposition of 
the City, thai with the plan as pro- 
posed they were fully able lo agree 
ami, as A. E. Anderson declared, they 
were not willing lo stand for a patch- 
ed affair. 

The committee appointed to inter- 
view the other property owner.-- will 
meet In a few days.

Upon her death her papers were all 
collected and plaeed In a sealed trunk 
which for state reasons was newer 
opened until comparatively recently, 
when Kins' Edward caused It to be ex- 
amined. These papers proved con- 
clusively that Mrs. FitzHerbert was the 
morganatic wife of the prince regent, 
afterwards Qeorve IV., and tils' present 
majesty caused a tardy Justice to be 
dene to her descendants by directing 
that the private property of her hus- 
band be divided among the heirs, of 
whom Mr. Wood Is one. The extent of 
this property is not exactly known, but 
it is unquestionably very valuable, in- 
cluding as It floes tho famous "Pavil- 
ion" at Brighton built by the prince, 
assisted b) Beau Brummel, as well as 
other valuable assets. The Pavilion Is 
Well known to all who have visited 
the famous watering place In Sussex, I 
and man.'.- wore the high Jinks played 
therein by the royal rake and his boon 
companions. Today it i.s more respec- 
table, but the Brlghtonlans have many 
legends about it which are borne out 
by the curious entrances and stair- 
cases in unexpected places and other 
eircumstannlal evidence. 

Mrs. FitzHerbert was married to the 
prince several years before his ill- 
starred marriage to Caroline of Bruns- 
wick, but the marriage was kept a close 
secret, and many refused to believe 
that any ceremony bad taken place. 
Royalty must wed royalty, and Mrs. 
FitzHerbert was a commoner, and chief 
of all, a Roman Catholic. It Is difficult 
In these tolerant days to realize the 
popular prejudice that prevailed a little 
over a hundred years ago against any- 
thing that oven remotely savoured of 
Roman Catholicism. Those were the 
days when members of that communion 
were barred from all the offices of state, 
even from the army, and when religi- 
ous leanings followed, or were suppos- 
ed to follow, party cleavages and em- 
bittered political strife. 

Mrs. FitzHorbert's Inlluenuce with (lie 
prince was all for good find she seem- 
ed to be the only person who could 
sway him. His family recognized this, 
and encouraged the Intimacy to the 
extent of their power. Then came the 
marriage with Princess Caroline of 
Brunswick, who, now thai the smoke 
of party strife has cleared away, has 
been pronounced by history to be tho 
worst possible wife married to the 
worst possible husband. Not only loose 
In her morals, she was uncleanly in 
her person while her dresses were too 
decollete (won for the English courts 
of that day. It is related that Lord 



cording to Macuulay, the tnrone it- 
self was threatened. They lived apart 
for years till the queen's conduct, who 
had been traveling about Fniropo with 
an Italian courier, became so noto- 
rious that tin' famous dK'orco suit be- 
fore the house of lords was begun. 
The princess was defended by Brough- 
af, afterwards lord chancellor, who at- 
tained tho zcr':th of his fame as aai 
advocate in that cause celchre. Al- 
though her guilt is now admitted to 
have been most clearly proved, tho 
pressure of public opinion was so great 
that tho suit failed.- The evidence ad- 
I duced had Its weight, however, for 
alter tho trial .she lost and never re- 
gained her popularity. Sho tried to 
enter Westminster Abbey to take her 
place beside the king when ho was be- 
ing crowned, but was V.ict. with tho 
stern answer: 

"I have no orders to admit you, 
madam." 

To her groat disappointment, there 
was no volco raised In protest, and so 
far as the English peoplo wcro con- 
corned that was tho end of Queen Car- 
oline, but Mrs. FitzHerbert, faithful 
w ife and mother, Is at last coming into 
her own.

IMPERIAL RELATIONS 

A good many people seem inclined 
to discuss public questions as though 
not only they, but nil other Canadians, 
could afford to disregard utterly the 
fact that Canada is a part of the Brit- 
ish Empire. None of such people ob- 
ject to the Dominion remaining in the 
Empire, because they know as well as 
any one else that it is die Imperial 
connection which enables us to con- 
tinue our existence as a self-govern- 
ing country. If Ihere should be a 
change, and Canada should become in- 
dependent, these people would find 
themselves confronted witli a new set 
of problems, which would teach them 
wisdom, perhaps. It is an unfortunate 
tiling, no doubt, but as the world is 
constituted the final recourse for the 
settlement of international questions is 
force, and Canadians ought to know 
that, unaided, they would be unable to 
resist the nations, which are at all 
likely to be our enemies. How many 
such nations there are we shall not 
undertake to say, but wc have open 
questions with tho United States and 
Japan. How long could Canada, if 
left to her own resources, hold out in 
a war with either of these powers? We 
are not going lo express any opinion 
on that point, bat will conteni our- 
selves with saying that our situation, 
In such an event, tvoulri be vastly 
weaker than it now is, when wo have 
behind us tho prestige of the British 
name and the power of the British 
navy and army. I low largo a share of 
the freedom wo enjoy, that is our right 
as Canadians ro govern Canada just 
as we see lit, is duo to the fact that 
the Dominion forms a. part of tin; Brit- 
ish Empire, every reader can judge 
for himself. 

In view of those considerations we 
submit to the people of British Co- 
lumbia that it is exceedingly unfair 
and unmanly to expect the British 
government to bo. always ready to 
como to our defence notwithstanding 
any disregard of Imperial Interests. Wo 
must clthdr bo in the Empire or bo 
out of it, We cannot hldo behind the 
British lleot and assume the role of 
people, who are prepared to fight our 
own battles unaided. The Colonist 
■would bo tho last to support tlio Idea 
that Canadians ought to approach the 
consideration of questions affecting 
them in a pusillanimous spirit, but we 
would not have them forgot that wo 
must depend upon tho Empire for the 
enforcement of our views, vvhoh these 
are antagonistic to those of foreign 
countries, Wc do not believe In talc-

The res- 
olution was passed without a full 
knowledge of the facts, because the 
Lieutenant-Governor's explanation was 
not before the convention. But just 
see how this alleged "first principle" 
would work out. A Liberal govern- 
ment Is in power at Ottawa and ap- 
points a lieutenant-governor. In the 
province to which he is appointed 
there is a Conservative government in 
power. Tho federal ministry wants 
to precipitate a general election in 
that province. It, therefore, directs 
the lieutenant-governor to reserve his 
assent to a bill. Forthwith, according 
to this alleged "first principle," the 
Conservative premier must resign, and 
a Liberal take his place. Of course, 
nothing of tho kind lias happened in 
connection with the Bowser bill, but 
tho way to test the correctness of an 
alleged principle is to try it out in

B. C. AGRICULTURE 



The address by which Captain Tat- 
low opened the New Westminster ex- 
hibition, like all that gentleman's pub- 
iiu utterances, contained food for 
thought. The particular point to which 
we wish to direct attention Is his 
statement that the value of the agri- 
cultural products of British Colum- 
bia Is In excess of $7,000,000 and that 
nearly an equal amount of money was 
scnl out of the provr.ee during tile 
year for farm products, which we 
could raise at home. This indicates a 
consumption of approximately $60 
worth of farm products per capita, 
and seeing that this includes not only 
wh.it is used for human consumption 
but also what Is fed to live stock, wo 
do not think the estimate is over the 
mark. On the contrary wo should bo 
disposed to think it too low. But one 
thing about it Is very certain. It 
shows what a. field there is in this 
province for the. expansion of agri- 
culture. Tlio population of the prov- 
ince is steadily Increasing, and we 
doubt if the produce of the farms is 
more than keeping pace with it, even 
if it is doing that. Therefore If agri- 
culture expands at as rapid a rate as is 
practicable there is no fear of over- 
stocking tlie market. 

Take one item. (.'apt. Tatlow draws 
attention to the fact that we send 
away $2,000,000 a. year to pay for but- 
ter. There is in the city today, or 
shortly to arrive, a large consignment 
of Australian butter. Yet there is no 
part of the world where better butter 
can be produced and be produced more 
profitably than in British Columbia, 
wherever it has been tried, and the 
trials have been quite numerous, tho 
system of creamery butter-making 
ha3 been a great aucceds. It might bo

Cartwright, Pntorson, Scott and Bor- 
den May Yet Go Out. 

In the Ottawa correspondence of tho 
Boston Advertiser there Is u revival of 
reports which were current some time 
ago In ruga nl to changes in the Cana- 
dian ministry. Briefly stated these re- 
ports are to the effect that notwith- 
standing some former reports. Mr. 
Sifton is disposed to re-enter the ca- 
binet and Sir Wilfrid Laurier Is anxi- 
ous to take him; but that Mr. Slfton 
thinks there Is a necessity for cabinet 
reconstruction and he will only be-

AMUR IN PORT 

Brings Large Shipments of whale Oil 
and Fertilizer From West

Tiie steamer Amur, Capt. Whitely, 
which, was despatched to Kyuquot and 
Quatsino sound to carry supplies for 
tho whalers and railroad iron for the 
June group of mines 10 which a rail- 
way is being, built from tidewater, has 
returned to port with the large;: ship- 
ment of whale oil and fertilizer vet 
brought from the island coast.

Meeting 
very bad weather In coming up tho 
coast, it was necessary to burn more 
coal than expected, and if Pilot Leigh- 
ton had not been Immediately avail- 
able !L sad story might have been told 
later. It Is quite probable (hat tho 
steamship will now take on her cargo 
before proceeding to Comox for coal.

That the future needs of the port of 
Victoria in view of the Increase of 
tonnage in tin; North Pacific trade and 
the further lucrtase in prospect will 
soon need bolter accommodation than 
that available at present; and that 
the time has come for the formation 
of a harbor works or other body for 
the purpose of securing such harbor 
works as' will be necessary, is the 
opinion of many shipping and business 
men. The general idea is that, a 
breakwater and wharfage stretching 
to deep water within the harbor creat- 
ed by the construction of the break- 
water will soon be necessary. At the 
present the outer wharves, built many 
years ago by II. P. Ritliet & Co., ful- 
fill tli>." requirements of the existing 
trade, but, Tf the growth of shipping 
in the past, is taken as a criterion of 
the future other wharfage available to 
vessels of great tonnage, such us the 
big Empresses, vessels of 14.500 tons, 
will he necessary as soon as It can 
be secured even If work was started 
at once. It is estimated that at least 
live years would be required for the 
construction of harbor works, and the 
most conservative estimate advanced 
by local shipping men is that beforo 
that time the tonnage plying to this 
port will be of such a naturo that tho 
works will be of absolute and urgent 
i necessity. 

A recent visitor to the city, a ship- 
ping man, who lias had experience at 
many of the world's ports, stated while 
here that the position hold by Victoria 
was certainly of great advantage, but 
local works would be necessary to 
make the port available to future 
shipping in consideration of tho mod- 
ern trend toward greatly increased 
tonnage. He instanced the great rush 
of harbor improvements at many ports 
in view of the increasing shipping, 
and said that Victoria should com- 
mence the consideration of what tho 
future would require with a view of 
securing such aid as was necessary 
to construct the required works. 

On the other side of the PaclHo Ja- 
pan is spending millions of dollars for 
tho betterment of Vnirbors and in many 
of the world's shipping ports workd 
aro in progress and In others are In 
contemplation. The British consul at 
Bahia Blanca, one of the new ports 
of Brazil, which has been evolved 
from what two decades ago was a 
muddy estuary, shows to what great 
extent the development of harbor 
works Is proceeding there. The consul 
says that the federal government of 
Brazil have granted to "La Compagnlo 
Concesslonnaire du Port _et des Docks 
de Balila" tho right to 'construct at 
Bahia a, very extensive system of 
harbor works, and to exploit the same 
until tho year 1972, when the under- 
taking will revert to the union. The 
projected schemes includes tho con- 
struction- of breakwaters, quays, car- 
riage roads along the quays, ware- 
houses, depots, etc. Additional works 
will consist of two rectillineal break- 
waters one of those will be 326 metres 
In length; It will start from the south- 
ern extremity of the marine arsenal, 
ami will be surmounted by a light- 
house furnished witli a revolving light. 
Tho other breakwater will bo 915 
metres in length. Behind tho shelter 
of these breakwaters will be. construct- 
ed two quays, one of which, CSS motres 
in length, with a depth of 6.5 metres 
of water alongside, will be used by 
vessels of small tonnage. The se- 
cond quay, 1,311 metres In length, 
with P depth of 9.6 metres of water 
alongside, will be vised by ocean-going 
vessels. It Is announced that the ac- 
tual work of construction In connec- 
tion witli the proposed scheme is 
about to be commenced, and it is es- 
timated that tile entire project will be 
completed within a period of six 
years. 



NEWINGTON IS DUE 

One Timo North Sea Trawlor Coming 
to Be Converted Into Tugboat 
at Vancouver 


The steam trawler Newington, for- 
merly of tho North Sea fleet, which 
left Hull in June, is expected to reach 
William Head quarantine station to- 
day on her way to Vancouver, where 
she is to be converted into a tugboat 
for general towage business in connec- 
tion with the work of a lumber com- 
pany. The little stoamer, which lias a 
tonnage of 61 tons, called at San Fran- 
cisco on Wednesday and, after secur- 
ing bunker coals, continued her voy- 
age to this port. The Newington, 
Captain Volklnghorne, left. Hull Juno 
23 and made calls at Plymouth, SI. 
Vincent, Montevideo, Coronel and Cal- 
lao. The worst weather id' tho voy- 
age was encountered in the Bay of 
Biscay, whore tor more than two 
weeks the Newington fought south- 
westerly gales. Tho little steamship, 
which makes about 10 knots, came 
through tho Straits of Magellan, where 
a school of big sharks escorted her 
for several miles. 

Harry Hurlstonc, one of the Newlng- 
ton's deck hands, anxiously Inquired 
on arrival at San Francisco -when tho 
vessel docked at the coal bunkers as 
to the whereabouts of tho nearest golf 
Units, lie was a bricklayer In Eng- 
land, but explained that a few years 
before embarking on the Nowlngton 
he "threw ut> bricklaying for to go 
golfing." 

His brother, he says. Is the cham- 
pion of Plymouth, and he himself can 
do an 18-hole course- In SO. He- ex- 
pects to get a job as a professional 
golf player in British Columbia. 

Tho Nowlngton belonged to the fleet 
of trawlers that was fired upon by 
the Russian fleet when tho latter was 
on its way to Japan, but the Nowlng- 
ton was not with tho fishing fleet on 
thut occasion. . Tho Newington is go- 
ing to Vancouver to bo used as a tow- 
boat by a lumber company.

— Bra)8street's to- 
morrow will say: Trade reports are 
Irregular, some lines noting a relative- 
ly larger volume of business than this 
time last year, while others indicate 
an opposite tendency, For the mo- 
ment, business is of a IHllng-In order, 
although some sections report an en- 
larged house trade, owing to fall car- 
nivals. Retail trade on the whole 
has been hampered by unseasonable 
weather, temperatures being too high 
for the freest movement of staples. 
Collections, while still dragging in 
consequence of the tightness In money, 
appear to have improved at a number 
of centres. 

Some orders for early spring goods 
are being placed, but the volume of 
business is rather light. Many indus- 
trial lines are less active on new 
business, and working forces in such 
lines as Iron, steel, car manufactur- 
ing, electrical goods, shoe manufac- 
tures and copper mining are being re- 
duced. Lumber is less active, and 
now buildings are lighter, due in part 
to the stringency In money. The edge 
Is off for cotton goods, hut printed and 
woven dress goods are still very 
strong. Wool is active and coal 
is in demand, with a scarcity of cars 
in the west and of boats In the east. 
The strike of shop hands, silk oper- 
ators and furriers affects the output 
in some centres.
